a method of producing a fine particle comprising introducing 
one or more substances contained in a supercritical fluid 
into a vessel comprising a material, causing said substances 
to precipitate as primary particles on the surface of said 
material and a product obtainable according to the method

a tape cast, for tape casting, comprising particles 
deposited on a carrier film, wherein said primary particles 
have an average diameter of less than 100 nanometer, an 
narrow size distribution around the average diameter 
characterized by having a maximum standard deviation of said 
distribution of maximum 20 nanometer 
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
